CLEANING YOUR FIFE 

]r ii advisable to clean your pipe directly after 
SfnokEftjS, usiilgi plenty of pipe cleaners. Try leaving 
one in. your pipe while it's resting. Always remove 
the Joule (smail residue of tobacco and ashys that 
Collects in the bottom of the bowl> before you put 
:i away to rest. Blow through the stem of your empty 
pipe to clean our the moisuire.

LIGHTING TOUR FIFE 

When you Itjiht-up you wall find that the toboceo 
part ides tend <o rise up in the bowl. Tamp them 
gently back into place ami relight with a second 
match. Puff gsritly iis you light tip-nnd be sure rhuf 
your pipe is thoroughly lii, Care should he taken to 
dvuid scorching the rim of the bow), 

WATCH YOUR CAKi 

Propel "cuw" (the eurbuu that forms cm the in¬ 
side of the bowl walls) will udd to else flavor and 
richness of the smoke. You should not however, 
allow.- die cake to exceed t/lfith of an inch in [lakk- 

nes> f approx. the thickness of a shilling) .The differ¬ 
ence in beat expansion of the cake and briar walls 
cun result in a cracked bowl, Ttie use of a pipe 
nsanigr (not a sharp pointed knife) will remove 
the excess cake. 

Periodically, depend tnji on the nur-.tfw of pipes 
you own, you should do a thorough cleaning job. 

This will keep them dry and sweet for many hour; 
of real pipe Contentment.
